1. Albania's surprise move st yesterday's General 
Assembly meeting caught virtually all TO members sad officials 
flat-footed and they are probably see searching the rules of 
procedure for sose way of coping with Tirana a call for a vote. 
Most delegates speculate that Communist China is behind the 
Albanian move which they believe ie an effort to discredit 

the or ganisa tion by forcing a confrontation between the 5S 
and the USSR over the arrears question. 

2. Since 1 December when the ltth ness ion opened after 
repeated delays, the assembly has avoided casting a vote in 
the hope that some way ecu id be found to settle the arrears 
and peacekeeping dileaaa. OA President ^aison-Sacrey had 
planned to adjourn yesterday until September IPiS while a 
special committee— choaen by bua— would tachle the thorny 
issue and negotiate between the two opposing camps. This 
sone-too-brilllant scheme had the support of virtually all 
the members and <*ialaoa-8ackey was all set to so rule yester- 
day. Then Albania threw the money wrench, forcing the presi- 
dent to adjourn until i« February. Unfortunately this delay 
gives Albania time to comply with Rule a® which requires 
copies of proposals to he circulated net later than the day 
before a meeting. 

3. Am things now stand, the general Assembly presumably 
could remain for some time in the present limbo invoking 
various rules of procedure of qaasi-lsgai status. These 
possibilities include (1) the president not calling a meet- 
ing? (3) the chair not recognising an Albanian request to 
speak; or (3) a walkout of enough members so there is no 
quorum. Any of these devices, however, would further dis- 
credit the organisation in the eyes of the world and virtually 
accomplish what Albania — and presumably Communist China— 
intend. 


4. Soviet delegate Mereasov told Ambassador Tost yester- 
day that he personally thought Quaison-fiacksy could handle 
the Albanian problem by havisg consultations with all members. 
Thereafter at the opening of the nest meeting, the president 
would report that to masher or that only one or two, supported 
the Albanian motion. Then the assembly could proceed on the 
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b««is of the no-vote eosneasua until it wan reedy to adjourn 
me planned. Morozov amid one delegation should not be allowed 
to disrupt the amenably and that the president should Just 
ignore the delegate, “even if he stood up a thousand tines."
